M o s t Perilous Position on a M a n of 
W a r in Tim e o f Action. 
In that coming naval battle be­ 
tween the steel fleets of two first- 
class power s to which nautical au­ 
thorities have been looking for war d 
ever since modern battle ships be­ 
came the mighty engines of pr ob­ 
lematical forces that they ar e the’ 
militar y mast and fighting top will 
play a deadly par t and be the sta­ 
tion of danger and heroism. 
As ever ybody knows, the old mast, 
the mast of yar ds and sails, 
has 
vanished from the modern ship of 
war. 
The 
Newar k is the 
only 
moder n ship in the United States 
navy which has sail-car r ying masts. 
The place of the mast which was 
er ected for sail-car r ying purposes is 
taken on the modern war -ship by a 
steel tower , which rises from the 
deck to suppor t one or maybe thr ee 
or* four cir cular galleries, 
wher e 
rapid-fire 
or 
machine 
guns 
ar e 
placed, 
which, 
in time of action, 
pour their hail of bullets at the 
decks and por ts of the hostile ship. 
The object is to kill the gunner s, 
for it is self-evident that the most 
power ful gun is power less if its cr ew 
is dead. 
Take the 2 0 rapid-fire guns 
distr ibuted along the super str uctur e 
of 
the Indiana. 
Fr om a fighting to 
such a stor m of lead could be dr iven 
upon 
these gr eat guns as would 
make it impossible for men to wor k 
them. 
Therefore, it will be one of 
the first duties of a war ship to shoot 
away with its heavy guns the mili­ 
tar y mast of its adver sar y. 
As one well-dir ected shot will send 
the mast tumbling, it is not pr ob­ 
able that any ship will come out of 
an engagement with its militar y 
mast standing. 
The shooting away 
of the mast will, of course, mean the 
dea,th of ever y man in the fighting 
tops. 
Men sent ther e will know as 
they climb the dar k ladder to their 
stations that they go to almost cer ­ 
tain death, and will have only one 
duty before them, to kill as many of 
the enemy as they can before the 
cr ash comes. 
Men who in tur r ets and sponsons 
below ar e handling the gr eat guns 
have ever y hope of life and victor y 
before them, but the men in the tops 
go to their duty with no such hopes 
and expectations. 
To man the fight­ 
ing tops in action will be a kind of 
mar tyr dom especially hard to en­ 
dure. 
To per for m deeds of valor in the 
face of contending armies or to suf­ 
fer with for titude in the gaze of ad­ 
mir ing thousands is one thing; to 
climb up calmly inside a steel post 
and wor k away at sucli an unpoetieal 
mechanical device as a rapid-fire or 
machine gun until such time as it 
may please the enemy to blow one 
into ‘ ‘kingdom come” is quite an­ 
other thing. 
Y e t the moder n man of war s man 
is enthusiastic over the advantages 
cf the militar y mast, and would 
obey an or der to man a gun in the 
fighting top as r eadily as he would 
the bugle call which summons him to 
his meals.— N. Y. Pr ess. 


COUNTESS 
Ü VAROV. 


A W om an Is President o f the R u ssian 
Archaeological C o n gre ss. 
The Vossische Zeitung gives an 
inter esting account of the Russian 
archaeological congr ess, which was 
founded in 1 8 69 by the late Count 
Alexei Uvar ov, and all the str ings 
of which thr oughout the Russian 
empire ar e now in the hands of his 
widow, a wise, highly cultur ed and 
intellectual woman. 
Countess Pr as- 
kovja Sser gejevna Uvar ov is one oí 
the most distinguished 
women in 
Russia — per haps in Europe. 
She 
was a Pr incess Tr ubetzkoi, a mem­ 
ber of one of the oldest Bojar fam­ 
ilies, and was only 1 7 year s old when 
she mar r ied Count Uvar ov, in whose 
scientific labor s and studies she fully 
shared, sometimes also under taking 
independent wor k of her own. 
Her 
best-known book is ‘‘The Christian 
Monuments of the Caucasus,” the re­ 
sult of her jour neys 011 foot and 011 
hor seback in that wild and moun­ 
tainous countr y. 
A saying of the 
countess shows her mode of thought: 
“ 
It is absolutely necessar y for the 
healthy and normal development of 
the people of a countr y and of ever y 
r ace that they should have a sense 
of r ever ence and esteem for their 
ancestor s, and learn to know and 
value the ar t productions of their 
native land and its inhabitants.” 
Countess Uvar ov inher ited from 
her husband the pr esidentship of the 
archaeological congr ess, 
and it is 
somewhat str ange to see a woman 
leading 
scientific meetings. 
The 
countess is tall and distinguished 
looking. 
She wear s her black hair 
simply folded in thick braids round 
her head. 
She dr esses in a plain 
black dr ess and 
a gr ay hat and 
feathers. 
As pr esident she listens 
attentively to the paper s read, and 
clear ly sums them up, adding pr ac­ 
tical comments. 
The Russians style 
her “ der Her r (Mr.) Pr esident Fr au 
Gräfin Uvar ov.” 
The choice of Riga for the tenth 
Russian archaeological congr ess was 
a r ather unfavor able one, owing to 
the forced Russification of the Baltic 
provinces, and it was owing to the 
tact of the countess in declar ing that 
polities would not be discussed, and 
in obtaining permission for Ger man 
as well as Russian to be spoken, 
that the Baltic historical societies 
and others 
joined 
the 
congr ess. 
Ther e wer e no loss than 600 mem­ 
bers pr esent at the meetings, of 
whom 1 50 wer e r epr esentatives of 
academies and dir ector s of ar chives 
and 
museums. 
Fr om 
Ger many 
came Pr of. Vir chow and his son 
Hans, Dr. Voss and Dr. Kossing of 
Berlin, and other distinguished men. 
Countess Uvar ov, with gr eat tact, 
dispensed with the usual custom of 
the spr inkling of the member s with 
holy water at the first meeting, and 
substituted the singing of a hymn; 
but she r ather offended the ar ch­ 
bishop of Riga by this, who showed 
liis displeasur e by absenting him­ 
self. 
The most distinguished Rus­ 
sian professors pr esent wore Pr ofs. 
Uspenski, dir ector of the Russian 
arch ecological institute in Constan­ 
tinople; Pr of. Anintichin of Moscow, 
an exper t in ecclesiastical archaeol­ 
ogy; Pr of. Iloyaisky, historian; Prof. 
Zagorelli of St. 
Peter sbur g, well 
known 
for his knowledge of 
the 
monuments of the east; Pr of. Ker - 
petshnikov of Odessa, an author ity 
on Byzantine 
monuments. 
Only 
one paper was read in Fr ench, the 
others in Russian and Ger man, and 
little or 
110 
discussion followed. 
Thr ee meetings of two or 
thr ee 
hour s’ dur ation each took place in 
one day, which was fatiguing, and 
the only member of congr ess who 
was 
pr esent 
at all was the inde­ 
fatigable president, Countess Uva­ 
rov, who was the fir st to enter and 
the last to leave the hall.— London 
Daily News.

tied up in bundles and 
docketed. 
In his wor k Mr. Glad­ 
stone was assisted by Mrs. Dr ew, 
who is pr obably the only person, 
next to her father, 
thor oughly ac­ 
quainted with these letter s, which 
will some day be the foundation of 
the 
r ight 
honor able 
gentleman’s

Stren g th en in g Asp h alt Ro ad s. 


An ingenio us applicatio n o f “ex* 
panded steel” has been made to the 
strengthening o f asphalt pavements. 
This is simply a thin sheet o f metal 
with slits cut in it and ex panded 
lengthwise by fo rcing these slits into 
diamo nd-shaped apertures. 
It was 
at first used o nly as a substitute o i 
lathing in the co nstructio n o f build­ 
ings. 
It is pro po sed to have steel 
sheets o f o ne-half inch in thickness 
cut into large sized strips, and then 
ex panded under po werful pressure. 
These sheets will bo inserted flat­ 
way s in the Co ncrete bed by first 
lay ing fo ur o r five inches o f the 
sto ne and cement mix ture, and then 
co vering the entire surface with 
steel. 
Over this steel, in turn, will 
be put the rest o f the co ncrete. 
When partly dry , a 10-to n ro ller will 
be passed o ver the base. 
The co n­ 
crete will be fo rced into the inter­ 
stices in the steel sheets, and the 
who le will make a so lid fo undatio n 
o f great resisting po wer.—Philadel­ 
phia Item.

A few day s ago at about sev en 
o’clock in the morn in g four passed by 
this port. 
Three burst when a short 
distan ce to the eastward, but the 
fourth, the largest an d most terrific, 
sped down the lake at racehorse 
speed, holdin g itself in tact un til lost 
sight of by person s who were watch­ 
in g it with marin e glasses. 
When the morn in g dawn ed the 
sky was ov ercast by dark clouds, 
which den oted both win d an d rain . 
A stron g win d was blowin g from 
the n orthwest, 
makin g a n asty , 
choppy sea. 
Sudden ly out of the 
western horizon there could be seen 
sweepin g down the lake a con ical­ 
shaped column . 
It looked like a 
huge serpen t, tw istin g an d rev olv ­ 
in g with the rapidity of lightn in g. 
This column reached from the dark, 
ov erhan gin g clouds to the surface of 
the lake. 
As it approached off this 
port it was seen to be fiv e or six 
miles in the lake. 
As it whirled 
alon g it seemed to pick up large 
v olumes of water an d whirl them 
in to the air. 
The w ater at its base 
was churn ed in to a caldron . 
When 
a mile or two below this port it 
burst. 
As it did so a flash of light­ 
n in g came out of the east an d a 
thousan d ton s of w ater which had 
been taken from the lake fell back, 
causin g a 
mighty 
swell, 
which 
rolled shoreward. 
No 
soon er 
had ¿this 
stran ge 
phen omen on disappeared than an ­ 
other was seen 
followin g in 
its 
course. 
It was larger than the first 
an d agitated the w ater more v iolen t­ 
ly . 
It broke at about the same 
place as did the former. 
There was a wait of perhaps half 
an hour, when on e of the gran dest 
an d most awe-in spirin g sights ev er 
witn essed on the lakes was seen . 
Two of these whirlin g, 
writhin g 
column s stan din g obliquely from the 
lake to the sky were seen comin g 
•j 
o 
down the lake. 
They were both 
larger than the two which had pre­ 
ceded them, an d they raised a moun 
tain ous sea alon g their course. They 
were as black as black could be. 
On they came, pickin g up thousan ds 
of ton s of w ater an d whirlin g it in to 
the air as if it was the lightest of 
feathers. 
When opposite the Dela­ 
ware, Lackawan n a an d W estern coal 
trestle P eter Griffin , 
who had a 
marin e glass cen tered on them, said 
it was a sight which will lon g be 
remembered by him. 
The outside of 
the con ical column s was on e 'whirl­ 
in g black mass. 
Through the cen ter 
could be seen a white streak through 
which the water was bein g drawn 
from the lake to the clouds in a 
steady stream. 
These w aterspouts were out be­ 
tween six an d sev en miles in the 
lake. 
When just below the Irwin & 
Sloan malthouse the smaller on e 
burst, its immen se v olume of w ater 
fallin g in to the lake. 
But the large 
on e 
remain ed 
in tact 
an d 
was 
whirled down the lake toward the 
mouth of the St. Lawren ce riv er, 
keepin g in tact un til lost sight of. 
These won derful 
formation s 
of 
v apor an d water are dreaded by sea­ 
farin g men , for a v essel, n o m atter 
how stan ch she may be, is but a 
play thin g in the power of a well- 
dev eloped waterspout. 
The largest 
which passed this port that morn ­ 
in g was apparen tly between 7 5 an d 
100 feet in diameter at the base, an d 
had it struck a v essel would hav e 
sen t it to the bottom, crew an d all. 
—Oswego Times. 


Will S e 3 T h em C 
S crap H eaps 
The question is often asked of on e 
j 
v essel own er by an other: ‘W hat 
will be don e with the steel hulls 
when they hav e become un fit for 
further use in carry in g freight?” ¡ 
Old as is commerce on the lakes, 
there is n o record of the total aban ­ 
don men t of a steel hull through 
worthlessn ess as a boat. 
The oldest 
of them all, the Un ited States man - 
of-war Michigan , built in the early 
40’s, is still afloat, good for man y 
y ears more of life, an d it is likely , 
from presen t in dication s, that she 
will see it. 
A n umber of metal hulls 
hav e passed out of ex isten ce, n o­ 
tably amon g them the C. J. Sheffield, 
Merchan t, Scotia, W estern Reserv e, 
Norman , W. H. Gilclier an d Brun s­ 
wick, but they are in water so deep 
that n othin g can reach them. 
It is the supposition of a gleadin 
shipbuilder that when the time shall 
arriv e when it is foun d n ecessary to 
tow a steel hull 
011 the riv er ban k 
an d let it lie people will come alon g 
an d buy it for scrap iron . 
Then it 
will be torn in to pieces an d carted 
away to be remelted for other uses. 
This was don e in En glan d with the 
G reat Eastern . 
She was heav ed up 
on the ban ks of a riv er at high tide 
an d sev eral hun dred ton s of her up­ 
per part torn off. 
Then , in her 
lighter con dition she was heav ed 
still further 
011 the ban k, an d this 
operation was repeated un til she 
was all gon e. 
The life of a steel hull 
on the lakes, with ordin ary care, 
howev er, is much lon ger than on the 
ocean , 
the water hav in g less in ­ 
fluen ce on her bottom. 
It is stated 
that iron or steel suffers 110 damage 
while ben eath the water on the lakes, 
or in deed on salt water, but on ce it 
is taken out an d ex posed to the air 
an d elemen ts corrosion sets in . This 
is n oticed on the sides of lake steam­ 
ers after they hav e been lighten ed 
of cargo. 
The side then appears 
two or more feet out of water an d 
un less care is taken to keep it pain t­ 
ed it is liable to damage from rust. 
Much has been said about the lin e 
con dition of the gun boat Michigan 
after more than 50 y ears of serv ice. 
Reason s giv en for this by local ship­ 
builders are that all the time she 
has been in serv ice there has been 
aboard a small army of men who had 
n othin g else to do but keep her 
properly clean ed an d scraped an d 
pain ted in side an d out. 
Moreov er, 
she has n ev er been burden ed with 
freight to assist in the wearin g an d 
decay in g process. 
Could the same 
care an d atten tion be giv en the best 
of the modern iron freighters they 
would be good, so far as use is con ­ 
cern ed, for the same len gth of time 
or ev en lon ger, it is thou ght.—De­ 
troit Free Press.
